The Importance of, the .roll of 
InternBUpnal^Yputhiprsanizatlons 
in w5rlij'^SffalM^''wM' stressed b:^ 
Mr. Leon Hopper In an address 
given yesterday before the Uni- 
tarian Club. 

Mr. Hopper, who attended the 
Youth Rally at. Ithaca, New York, 
last summer, went on to tell of 
the founding of the World Fcdera- 
lion of Democratic Youth at Lon- 
don in 1045. and the formins of 
Ihe World Aiîsembly . of Youth at 
Brussels In 1949. All members of 
the United Natlbns received in- 
vitations to the formation of the 
World Assembly of Youth, and all 
but the Communist groups ac- 
cepted. The early work of this or- 
ganization was concerned chiefly 
in building a sound foundation and 
not on developing a dynamic 
appeal. 

Mr. Hopper, who is the president 
of American Unitarian Youth, 
compared WAY with the Commun- 
ist-dominated WFDY Youth' 0>-- 
ganlzation which held a large con- 
ference 'in Berlin last month. 

He said that the chief dUferenre 
between the two groups was ttiat 
whereas the WFDY delegates had 
agreed \ on their principles before 
the .conference, the WAY'ers 
thrashed everything out 'according 
to their individual Ideals. 

He mentioned thal.a.s Ihe aver- 
age age of the WAY'ers was 20, 
they could pool the ideas of the 
42 different, nationalities of the 
free world that they represented 
The WFDY'ers, average age was 
13, and they assembled mainly to 
disseminate ihe official dbgma «s 
part of the Kremlin's fndoctrlna- 
lion sdicmc. 

The World .^s.'cmbly (or Youth 
takes as its theme "The Uiiit.^d 
Nations Declaration o( .Huma<i 
Rights." Specif ic'i topics discussed 
at the rally forums included racial 



discriminaiion, delinquency, labor 
and Icisudc, eitlzenfhip and free- 
dom of movement Mr. Hopper 
went oniji,toî;^éUi4bout the work 
of the WoMd' 'Assembly of Yo'Uth 
In promoting technological devel- 
opment in underdeveloped areas 
by sending in technicians from 
more industrialized countries. 

Tlic purpose of WAY was the 
furthering of the Declaration of 
'Human Rights and the promotion 
of International peace, 'In this 
wa.v," Mr. Hopper- stated, "Young 
people can best help therhselves in 
their future."
